mous rate of interest. Along Chatham-street 
and the Bowery the three golden balls shine.

A great deal of groundless. invective has 
been showered on the head of my uticle.

Those three balls 
are regarded as the emblems—three inexorable 
Fates that hang suspended above the heads of 
the. poverty-stricken. Pawnbroker is synony- 
mous with usurer, cheat, man without a heart. 
All this is wrong; the pawnbroker is a useful 
man to the poor. He charges a high rate of 
interest—twenty-five per cent per annum—but 
not higher than the smallness of his loans enti- 
tles himto, He is restricted by. stringent laws ; 
heavy fines can be ieflicted on him for the 
slightest breach of trust ; his books: mast always 
be open to the municipal authorities of the 
City ; he is not permitted to purchase anything, 
only to lend on it; if the article is not redeem- 
6d ‘he sells it, but if it should bring more. at 
public auction than the amount of the :loan, 
with the interest that. may have accrued, he is 
bound to pay over the surplus to the person to 
whom the ‘article belonged. These with other 
restrictions exist. in ‘act relative to Pawnbro- 
kérs, passed May 14, 1889. 

When we say that a pawnliroker {is useful to. 
the poor, we do- not meam to imply that in this 
country, where money is easily earned, he is by 
any means a necessity, There is a bad.side to 
the business, and we fear that the ease and- 
speed with which drunkards of both sexes-and 
loafers raise money on articles of small value, 
promote idleness and vice. There aré many 
unfortunate beitigs in‘ the City who, as long as» 
they have a garment to pledge, will not set to: 
work to earn money.. Pawnbroking encourages ° 
the existence of such’s class. ‘ We wish hearti- 
ly we could see the three golden balls disappear 
from our streets. They are never-failing in- 
dexes of misery“and' need. Their departure 
would be an equally infallible sign of general 
industry and prosperity.
